Ham News Briefs 3 


"Grandfathered Technicians", Take Note 


Amateurs who need verification of their ‘Grandfathered’ 
Technician Class status may get this from the Commis- 
sion by writing: 


FCC Consumer Assistance 
1270 Fairfield Road 
Gettysburg, PA 17325-7245. 


“Grandfathered Technicians” have passed the old 50 
question Tech exam before March 21, 1987 and receive 
examination credit for Elements 1A (5 WPM code), 2 
(Novice written), 3A and 3B (Technician and General 
written exams.) 


The verification request must be made by writing the FCC. 
Telephone calls are not accepted for this purpose. Itis the 
responsibility of the applicant to prove which test ele- 
ments they have credit for. 


This is usually accomplished by showing a CSCE, Certifi- 
cate of Successful Completion of Examination, issued by 
the VE team. 


Technicians examined between March 21, 1987 and 
February 13, 1991, get credit for Elements 1A, 2 and 3A. 
Codeless Technician licensees examined after February 
14 get credited only with Elements 2 and 3A. Tech Plus 
applicants get credit for 1 A, 2, and 3A. 


Not Happy With Your Current Call Sign? 


Any licensed amateur radio operator may now obtain a 
new call signat any time by simply completing a Form610 
Application - even if the licensee's operator class and 
mailing address has not changed. As in the past, how- 
ever, no requests for specific call signs are granted. 


An amateur call sign is only changed when the licensee 
requests another call by checking FCC Form 610 line 
number 2E. Once the change is made, your previous call 
can not be reinstated.

FREQUENCY: 28.3 MHz to 28.5 MHz (10 Meter Novice / Tech. SSB sub-banq). 


OBJECTIVE: is to work as many stations as possible during the during the contest period and 
in so doing promote the spirit of friendly competition and sportsmanship. To improve our 
proficiency in making SSB contacts and to give participants a chance to meet fellow club 
members and others in the amateur community. Contacts may be used toward the Worked 
All OTVARC Award. NEW AND INEXPERIENCED OPERATORS ARE ESPECIALLY INVITED 
TO PARTICIPATE. It will be fun. 


EXCHANGE: Call sign, name, and city or QTH. (Example: KA7UFG/T, Pat, Aloha). 


SCORING: All contacts with novice stations (signing /N "stroke N") or technician stations 
(signing /T "stroke T") count as two points each. All other contacts count as one point. Each 
different call sign prefix (example: W7, K7, KA7, KB7, WN7, NB7, ZL1, etc) counts as a 
multiplier. 


For example, during the contest you work five novice / technician stations and fifteen others. 
Further, you compile ten different call sign prefixes. Your total claimed score would be 250 
points, calculated as follows: 


5 contacts X 2 points per contact = 10 points 
15 contacts X 1point per contact = 15 points 
= 25 QSO points 


times 10 call sign prefixes = 250 points 


LOGS: Use the log sheet of your choice. (One is provided on page 6 of this newsletter). Logs 
are due postmarked no later than Wednesday, May 8, 1991. Send Logs to: OTVARC

Logs may be submitted at the May club meeting. To count your log must show your call, 
name, exchange, and claimed score. 


The contest committee will be the sole judge in the interpretation of any rules or disputes in 
this contest.
